MORE ABOUT OUR ACADIAN ANCESTORS: 


Louis MOTIN, one of RAZILLY's officers, brought his wife and daughter, Jeanne. The 
latter soon became Madame d'AULNAY. 


Between 1636 and the death of d'AULNAY, a number of other families were settled 
in Acadia. Many familiar names are included in this group, who were among the 
first Europeans to find true homes in the New World. 


Because of the irregular education of many of those who made up the sailing lists 

and took the censuses, there are variations in spelling of these early family names. 
It was an era that gave no particular virtue to consistency in spelling, and some- 
times the same family name might be rendered in two or even three different variations. 


Among those families who arrived in Acadia during the early d'AULNAY period, are the 
following: BABIN, BELLIVEAU (BELLIVEAUX) , BOUR (BOURG) (BOURQUE), BREAULT (BREAUX, BROT, 
BRAUD), BRUN (LeBRUN), DUGAST (DUGAS), DUPUIS (DUPUY), GAUDET, GIROIR (GIROUARD), LANDI 
LEBLANC, MORIN, POIRIER, RAMBAUT, SAVOIE (SAVOY), THIBODEAU (THIBODEAUX). According to 
Genevieve Massignon, who has attempted to trace the Acadians to their place of origin 
in France, all of these families were recruited from LaChaussee, near the village of 
c'Aulnay. 


Others from the same region, according to Miss Massignon's research, were the BLANCHARI 
GUERIN and TERRIOT (THERIAULT, THERIOT) families. Arriving in Acadia during the latter 
part of d'AULNAY's administration were the following families: BERGERON, CAOUETTE 
(CAILLOUETTE, CAYOUETTE), CLEMENCEAU, COMEAU (COMEAUX, COMO, COMAU), CORPORON, d''AIGLE 
(DAIGLE, DAIGRE), DOUCET, GARCEAU, (GAUTREAU, GAUTHRAUX, GOTROT, GAUTEROT,) GODIN (GAUD' 
GOUSMAN, BUILBAULT (GUILBEAU), HEBERT, HENRY, LANNOUE (LANNEAU, LANOUX), LEJEUNE, 
PELLERIN, PICHET, PICOT, POIRIER, RICHARD, RIMBAULT, ROBICHAUD (ROBICHAUX), SIMON, 
SIRE (CYR), THEBAULT (THIBAULT) AND VINCENT. : 


Charles LATOUR also brought a few settlers to his outposts in Acadia, principally 

to the fort at Jemseg. The first BERNARD was Andre BERNARD, a stone-meson from 
Beauvoir-sur-Mer, who arrived in 1641. The family of MIUS d'ENTREMONT, LATOUR's lieu- 
tenant, arrived in another LATOUR expedition. 


Some of the most popular Acadian names are not French in origin. According to some 
authorities, when Sir William ALEXANDER's group of Scottish settlers were repatriated 
to England, a few of them remained to live among the French. Among them were Charles 
and Peter MELLANSON. Two others were named PETERS and PAISLEY. These names, in turn, 
became PITRE and PELLESEY (PELLESET). Roger CASEY, an Irishman captured by the English 
wound up in Acadia and started the KUESSY (CAISSY) family tree. Michael FOREST errived 
in Acadia during the English occupation after 1654, and remained to become progenitor 
of the Acadian family named FORET.

After 
nearly two decades of this life, Graveline decided 
the time had come to settle down. 

He chose as his home the western banks of the 
Pascagoula River, overlooking what is, now called 
Lake Farragut in the river’s estuary. By 1718 he 
had built his home and was farming and faising 
cattle, with the help of Indian and Negro'‘slaves. 

The Graveline river plantation became known 
as one of the most gracious homes in the colonies. 
Lionel N. Eleuterius, head of the Botany Section at 
Gulf Coast Research Laboratory and a Graveline 
descendant, has written of how the land 
surrounding the pianiaiion must have looked to 
that colonist, 200 years ago. 

“High bluffs prevail on the west bank (of the 
Pascagoula), which form the natural habitat of the 
live oak, hickory and other hardwoods,” 
Eleuterius writes. ‘Spanish moss drapes the live 
oak and some of the other hardwoods. 

“Inland and westward from the bluffs, long leaf 
and slash pine dominate the terrain ... tidal 
marshes spread eastward, northward and

“At the time Baudreau dit Graveline settled 
near the Pascagoula, the forest was pristine ... 
massive pine trees dominated the landscape. The 
trunks of these trees often reached a diameter of 
four feet or more ... the upper branches form(ing) 
a dense, closed canopy, through which little or no 
light penetrates. 

“A thick carpet of pine needles covers the forest 
floor.” Eleuterius wrote in his article for 
Descendants that the pines would so blanket the 
environment that undergrowth, shrubbery and 
herbs would be unheard of in the deep forest. 

He describes the scene as something best 
experienced by both the mind and the spirit. 

“A walk through these primeval forests was a 
strange and unforgettable experience,” he writes. 
“There was an eerie, overwhelming sense of 
gloom and great silence, because there was no 
wind in the deep forest. 

“One could not see deep into the forest, because 
at a distance of a few hundred feet, the tree trunks 
appeared to converge into a gray-black wall of 
darkness. It was a lonely place.” 

' Near these awesome forests Graveline chose to 
build his home, probably using time-honored 


NEW HOPE, Ala. (AP) — Lester Paseur 
got his feet wet fishing the Tennessee River 
as a tyke with his father, went off to the Navy 
for 20 years, then came home and set out 
fishing for a living. 

Today he talks about his trade the way 
people in a town with no babies talk about the 
future: “It’s going to become extinct. There 
are not any young folks, that I know of, 
getting into it.”

The land and marsh were 
verdant, filled with cypress, azalea, wild rice, 
sedges and rushes. 

Eleuterius speculates that Graveline probably 
used areas that had previously been cleared by 
Indians for temporary camps as the site for his 
home and other plantation buildings. 

Now, where he had been praised for his ambition 
and venturesome spirit, Graveline, a man of 
property, was singled out by officials for his 
generous nature toward neighbors and anyone in 
need of protection. : 

In the 1740s he married a third time, but also lost 
this wife to death. Within another decade, he was 
beginning to feel his years, and by the 1750s his 
sight had failed but not before one last adventure. 

Graveline was commended by Governor 
Vaudreuil for ‘exceptional service to France,” 
Mrs. Adkinson said. The governor spoke 
especially of Graveline’s work as ‘‘the oldest 
captain” of the colonial militia, and said Capt.. 
Graveline insisted on always marching at the head 
of his men into battle. : 

The last years were not happy ones. Graveline 
lost his last wife, and found himself increasingly

Many of his descendants feel the presence of this 
ancestor today, as they visit the western banks of 
the Pascagoula and look at what might have been 
the Graveline plantation. ’ 3 

“T have been told there is a special grove of oaks 
near the Singing River,” Eleuterius said, ‘‘and if 
one goes there and stands in a certain place, you 
can hear, ever so faintly, the echoes and re-echoes 
of many voices from the past. ts
